HE OYSTER. 

Is Disease Spread by This Innocent- 
Looking Bivalve. 

For some years past oysters have 
lain under the suspicion of not bung 
so innocent as they look, and dark 
tales haw been told of disease spread 
by their means. The subject tins been 
scientifically investigated in England 
during the 'last three years bi J' 
Ilerdman and Boyce, who bat» 
cently communicated their results in 
a paper read before the Koyal society. 
This paper supplements the preli 
inary pajvers they have communicated 
in reports before the British nssi 
tion. The primary object of thei 
vestigations has been to study the 
oyster under unhealthy conditions, es- 
pecially the so-called "greening" oi 
oysters. It soon became evident that 
there are scvcrnl distinct kindf 
greening in oysters. Some of them, 
such as the green Marennes oysters 
and those of somo rivers on the Essex 
coast, arc healthy; while others, such 
as 6ome Falmouth oysters, contain- 
ing copper, and some American oys- 
ters, rebedded on the British coast, 
which have the pal-e green "leucocy 
tosis" described by the authors in a 
paper to the Royal society, are m 
a healthy state. They find that £ 
forms of greenness, are undoubtedly 
associated with the presence of 
greatly increased amount of copper in 
the oyster, while other forms of green 
ness„ such as that of the Marennes 
oysters, have no connection with cop- 
per, but depend upon the presence of 
a special pigment called "marennin." 
Both the green American and the Fal- 
mouth oysters owe their greenness tc 
the presence of copper, which copper 
they find is situated chiefly in the 
blood cells of leucocytes. Curiously 
enough, however, experiments 
feeding oysters with weaksolutions of 
various copper salts gave no clear evi- 
dence of any absorption of the metal 
accompanied by greening. — N. " 
Times.

From the 
shells domestic utensils are made, and 
from the contents are obtained sev- 
eral kinds of acids, sugar and gum, as 
well as the materials for making an 
excellent drink in sickness.

Judge J. Q. A. Ward died at hla 
home, ne. r Parla, ou Monday, June 
20, 1899, a little after midnight.

After 
gradunting at law, he located at Cvn- 
thiaua tor the practice ol his profess- 
He was married Nov. 30, 1868, 
to Miss Mary E. Miller, daughter of 
Jas.

He subsequently moved to a beauti- 
home near Paris. 

He served four years as County At- 
torney in the county of his adoption; 
also represented the county in 
State Legislature in 1873-4. He sub- 
sequently was a Judge of the Superi- 
or Court of Kentucky.

In the Field Near Patty, P. I.) 

April 23, 1899. > 
Deak Sleepy :— Your letter receiv- 
ed two days ago. I was very glad 
indeed to hear from you, but I must 
say I could not have answered the 
had not written this sou- 
vever I know nothing 
about the aflair." How people in the 
States, after reading accounts of bat- 
tles, engagements, etc., wo have with 
these "niggers" and seeing what kind 
of warfaro they would carry on had 
thev the chauce, can call them down- 
rodden, poor ignorant people will 
always be a mystery to me. I am 
not findiug fault with you for 
well I know how little time a stu- 
dious school boy haB to peruse the 
newspapers. But before I go further 
let me give you soma facts as I know 
them, not as I have heard them. 
| When the Filipinos attacked us on 
I o 4th of February thoy had an army 
of from twety-tlve to thirty-six thous- 
and men, armed with as good guns as 
wo three thousand regulars had and 
far better than our eleven thousand 
volunteers had. Thev were in a jun- 
gle that would make Stanley's Dark- 
est Africa look like a desert. We uot 
ouly kept them from comiug out ot 
the jungle into the city, but drove 
them back at every point. Since that 
day every engagement we have had 
with them, they have greatly outnum- 
bered u«. but we havo always driven 
them before us and taken everything 
we have gone after. Take Malabon 
for an example. Thev were behind 
what old warriors claim were the 
best breastworks they ever saw or 
read about and had two men to oui 
one. We had to cross an opening of 
over half a mile to reach them. Vt 
crossed the opening, bayouetted the 
I the trenches and killed them i 
they ran. Our losses were great, but 

ieii'8 uot a one of them 
reached the trenches. If tney 
were the marksmen we are, au army 
ot 50,000 Americans could not have 
whipped them. Thousands of tliem 
have fought until they died, what 
now can any soldicjr do? We well 
know what poor shots they are and 
often charge them where we would 
not think of charging any civilized 
inemy. Perhaps with von it is a 
a nation of 71,000,000 fighting 8 
iiaiion ot 17,000,000, but hero it li 
10 000 (our army is increasing even 
la\) 11 gluing 30,000. 

With climate, location and every- 
ihiug except artillery iu favor of the 
niggers I know we will never gut ihe 
credit we are entitled to for Whipping 
these nigger*) simply because thev are 
not an recognized nation. But the sol- 
diers that fought the Spaniards here 
and in Cuba know that we have ten 
times harder lighting with tho Fili- 
pinos than we liad with them.

The highways of Siam are the sev 
cral large rivers that run through the 
country from north to, south, and the 
innumerable klongs (canals) which 
cross-section all its lower portion and 
connect tho more important water- 
ways. Save in the most northerly 
part of the country, there is practical- 
ly no overland travel; while the occa- 
sional roads of southern Siam reach 
back towards the edge of the jungles, 
and are used but little, except by tho 
tribes that bring their crude products 
to the settlements for barter and the 
very few that go into the jungle to 
hunt. The main arteries of travel are 
the watercourses, along w hieh extend 
the villages, and where ample oppor- 
tunity offers for the perfection of that 
skill wit i: the paddle of which certain- 
ly every man, and apparently every 
woman and child, is possessed. 

These Siamese are the most expert 
tratermen of the east, and in their 
abandon on the river and perfect case 
in handling their boats amidst diffi- 
culties, are equalled, in my judgment, 
only by the Esquimaux. The Malay, 
too, is a consummate waterman, but 
his craft is differently rigged. It is 
neither so cranky nor so shallow as 
that uf tho Siamese, and therefore the 
work of the latter appears to be the 
more difficult nnd the more suggest- 
ive of higher skill. 

The Siamese boat is of many sizes 
and styles, but always beautifully, if 
■imply, constructed of teak, and in- 
variably of braceful lines. Perhaps 
the most common type Man on the 
larger rivers is the rua chang, which, 
as fortune speeds the owner, is either 
a peddler's boat, filled with cocoanut, 
betelnut, bananas, or other of Siam's 
many varieties of fruit, or, as at Bang- 
kok, becomes a ferry boat. The row- 
lock is a bit of twisted rotan fastened 
to the top of a post 2£ feet high, set 
on the port side of the stern; the oar 
is of the length with which we are fa- 
miliar, and of straight blade. Tho 
oarsman stands on the starboard side 
of the stern, and sends the boat for- 
ward by pushing the oar from him, 
bringing it back with a familiar scul- 
ler's motion, without taking tho blade 
out of the water. This much .of the 
stroke is quite like that of the Vene- 
tian gondolier, but the body move- 
ment of the Siamese is much more 
rhythmical As he comes forward on 
the push, the body moves smoothly, 
and the left foot clears the deck and 
swings gracefully in time with the 
oar.

Many Odd and Simple Things Thi 
Children Buy. 

One-cent stores do not deal ej 

clusively in one-cent things, but along 
wftli a variety of other articles of one 
kind and another there are offered 
many things at one cent each which 
children buy. Among the more curi- 
ous tilings thus -old for a cent are eye- 
glasses. The frames of these eye- 
glasses are made of a single piece of 
metal, a very light and narrow strip 
of tin ingenously bent. The bending 
is begun by forming the nose clip ( 
one side; then the strip of metal 
bent around to form the frame of Ol 
of the glasses, this bending bringii 
it around to meet the nose clip. Prom 
that point the metal is bent up anc" 
back 0 re r t he ey e ope 11 i ng j u st f ormec 
and back again and across to form th< 
nose piece and spring of the eye 
glasses; it is Lent down and inward, t< 
correspond to the opposite side, to 1 
point where it will meet the othe 
nose clip when it shall have bcci 
formed, and then it is rounded bad 
nnd outward, and over, forming th< 
top of the frame of the other glass 
The strip is carried around until i 
es to the point at which the ban 
would be attached on ordinary 
eyeglasses, and there it is bent abrupt 
ly outward and brought back to tin 
glass frame again, the loop thusmadt 
forming a handle. Erom the base of 
the handle thus formed the strip is 
carried on around, forming the rest 
of the frame, and around and up to 
meet the met*] where it was bent back 
to begin the forming of this MCOnd 
frame. There la still just a little In 
of the metal strip left, and this is now 
bent down to form the second nose 
clip. 

The glass used in glazing these eye- 
glasses is plain; some are fitted with 
bite, some with red and some with 
blue glasses. A slight bending down 
of the thin metal strip that forms the 
frames suffices to hold the glasses in 
place, and each glass is held in secure- 
ly by winding a bit of wire around the 
neck of its frame, at the point where 
the upper and the lower part of the 
frame meet at the nose clip. There f 
a cord attached to each pair of glajae 
These eyeglasses are made in Gei 
many. At a cent a pair they yield 
fair profit to importer, jobber and r> 
tailer. 

The one-cent eyeglasses are an ol 
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ent goods is a little blown-glass duel.

Freeze.

follows close Upon a period of inte: 
brilliancy, and hence the obscurity of 
*uch bodies as the companions of 
Sirius, Procjon and Algol. The 
most obscure satellites are thus, asso- 
ciated with sonic of the brightest and 
most intensely luminous ttars in our 
&y; and here the smaller of the two 
mtsses, M in the easeof the planets of 
the solar system, have developed most 
rapidly. 

In view of this approaching extinc- 
tion of the sun's activity, it becomes 
a matter of interest to inquire how 
long ils heat will sustain life upon the 
earth. Though it is difficult to sub- 
mit the subject to accurate compu- 
tation, it is easy to see that the ex- 
haustion of the sun's light and heat 
certainly will not occur for several 
hundred tjiouiand, and perhaps not 
for several million years. Thus the 
ultimate doom of our system need oc- 
casion no anxiety among thope now 
living, but the result is philosophical- 
ly interesting to those who look sev- 
eral million years into the future. 

As experiment has shown that the 
sun's vertical rays falling continuous- 
ly upon terrestrial ice would melt a 
layer three centimeters in thickness 
per day, it follows that a similar shell 
of ice would form over the earth in 
case the sun's light and heat were cut 
off; thus in a month the whole earth 
would be frozen like fhe polar regions, 
and only the deeper bodies of water, 
containing a great amount of heat, 
would remain in a liquid state. The 
oceans themselves would freeze 
within a few ream at the latest, and 
the winds and even the tides would 
cease to agitate the terrestrial globe, 
vrtiich would henceforth spin in its 
orbit as a rigid lifeless mass.

SATURN'S NEW MOON. 

Discovery Made from Photographic Plates 
Received from Peru. 

Prof. Pickering, of the Harvard ob- 
servatory, has made an announcement 
t interest to the astronomical 
world — namely, the discovery of a 
new satellite o'f the planet Saturn. It 
3J times' as distant from the planet 
? the satellite Iapetus, the outermost 
moon of Saturn heretofore known. 
The. discovery, like Mrs. Fleming's 
discovery of stars in recent years*, was 
made from photographic plates re- 
eceived from the observatory 
at Arequipa, Peru. Prof. Bond, of 
Harvard observatory, made the last 
discovery of satellites of Saturn ii 
1848. liarvard has thus had thehoiv 
or of adding, Columbus-like, two 
moons to ihc ringed planet which has 
always been such an interesting object 
to astronomers. Mrs. Fleming, in par- 
ticular, has been fortunate in her work 
in connection with the obf-orvatory, 
She enjoys the high and unique honor 
of having found four of the nine new 
stars, discovered between 18G0 and 
1895, and now has added a fifth star 
to her astronomical crown. 

Photographv, to which most of the 
recent discoveries of stars- is due, was 
first employed in 1800 to secure views 
of the corona during an eclipse of the 
sun. 'Whether there may be further 
discoveries through its aid on the ex- 
treme boundary of the polarsystcm on 
the vast orbit'of Neptune, 30 times 
farther from the sun than the earth, 
remains to be seen. The probabilities 
are against such a supposition. Mr. 
Barnard calculated some vcar? ago 
that' a dark body equal to that of the 
sun in size and only 000 times more 
remote would probably be overlooked 
by astronomers, though, of course, th e 
presence of such a vast body would 
cause inequalities- in the movements 
of others much greater than tho.se 
which led to the discovery of Uranus 
and Ncptnne. 

Proctor estimated that in 450,000 
years the earth will coma abreast of 
the milky way, and in an equal length 
of time will pass through that mighty 
zone. Astronomers- therefore need 
not be discouraged through fear that 
the telescope and the camera will ever 
reach the limits of absolute diicovery 
and exploration. Their science pro- 
jects itself through such vast fields 
of cpnre and neons of time that it 
mak«t the nearest approach to di- 
vinitv in ite concepts of the universe. 
—Chicago Tribune.

ON THE YUKON. 

A Visit in the Gold Country In Harrest 
Time, 

It was just on the eve of harvest- 
ing time when I first visited the 
creeks. In a day or two the flow of 
water from the gulches where the 
snow lay thickest would make a head 
sufficient to wash the yellow grain out 
of the dumps. In the four miles of 
Eldorado and the ten miles of Bonan- 
za lines of flumes and their depend- 
ent sluice-boxes — the lumber for 
which had been dragged from the 
Dawson sawmill by husky dogs or cut 
witJi whipsaws. — formed a network 
around the string of cabins occupied 
by claim owners- and their workmen, 
and around piles of clayish-colored 
dirt, thawed out inch by inch during 
the short win ter days,which contained 
virgin wealth amounting to nearly 
$10,000,000.

Is Quite at Home In the Big City of 

London. 

A few days &go while walking by 
the Serpentine one evening I observed 
a carrion crow perched on tiro dead 
branch of a tw?e on the inland close to 

the boathouse, looking very big and 
very black against the level large- 
orbed crimson sun and flame of yellow 
clouds. Swelling out his throat and 
flirting his wings and tail, he poured 
forth a series of raucous caws, ad- 
dressed apparently to the dozen 
moorhens and 200 or 300 mallards 
qpjetlj sitting on the water below. 
1 lis speech ended, he rose up and flow 
slowly away, pursued for a short dis- 
tance by about 80 impudent sparrows.

Color of Water. 

In the Ribliothe.pie Universelle 
Frof. Spring comments upon the ab- 
sence of coloration in certain limpid 
natural waters, l'ure water is quite 
blue, and the green color so often no- 
ticed is due to the presence of 
oraddiocw, which acts in combination 
with the blue color to give the green- 
ish appearance. The absence of color 
; investigator attributes to the sus- 
ision of minute particles of an- 
imus ferric oxide or hematite, 
ieh, having a red color, would neu- 
lize the blue completely. In sup- 
port of this hypothesis it is dated 
that microscopic grains of hematite 
are almost nfways present in Hie soil, 
and that terrestrial waters rarely have 
the blue color. The water 'from 



glaciers or snow at high elevations, 
where no hematite would be found ' 
on the other hand, intensely blue.
